Now, we cannot 
expeet to compete at present with Mani- 
toba. Thi is a new place and everything 
is very dear to the settler. Even when 
the store keepers do bury from you at re- 
doced rates they expect you to take 
out the amount, in goods, at their 
shop and many won't take your 
goods unless you so deal. Now, as a rule, 
tarmer’s wives only have the butter and 
ege money for their clothes, or extra 
things in house, and it may so ha 
that you want some or something 
from the hardware store with your butter 
money, bat no, you can't get the money, 
#0 the store keeper makes mon*y two wa: 
—on your butter and on the goods 
sells you. 

One firm are more liberal-miniied \b19 
the rest of the store keepers and they hace 
«.ways cone their utmost to kelp the se*- 
tlers. In many cases it is the women of 
the house who have to take the goods to 
Calgary to eell and it is far from; jeasant 
to hawk the goeds from house to howse. 
No one thinks of the trouble and anziety 
the farmer hae in growing bie things. 
They are onlr intent on buying things 
cheap of the settler and beating him down 

Now dothe store k sell cheap? 
certainly not. On_ the firet chance they 
raise their prices. What about meat this 
winter, w about coal and wood ? 


Where the butchers offer £50 per head for 
cattle on large ranches they offer €40 on 
the emall ones and seem surprised that 
you don't care to “‘give’’ your cattle away. 
If the store keepers work against the tarm 
ore, why the farmers mast form am associa- 
tion to get their goods in other ways and 
kill or sell their meat among themselves.
